MELVILLE AT HOME. 


The telegraph to-day announces the 
arrival‘at New York of Engineer Mel- 
ville and other survivors ‘of the fated 
Jeannette. The charges made against 
Melville by Lieutenant Danenhower 
will soon be investigated by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, and the public 
will look for the result with much 
interest. Danenhower’s charges are 
very serious—nothing less than that 
Melville is responsible for the death 
of De Long and his party. He de- 
clares that if Melville had permitted 
him to go on northward, or had gone 
on himself atthe proper time, De 
Long aod his party would have been 
rescued. The public gives but little 
heed to this charge. The people en- 
tertain strong convictions that Mel- 
ville was the ablest explorer of the 
whole party, and that De Long him- 
self was responsible for the unfortunate 
and terrible end of the expedition. 
Danenhower has assumed great risk 
by his charges. If he fails to sustain 
them he will undoubtedly be dis 
missed from the service.

EASTERN DISPATCHES. 
A Thorouchbrea Steamboat. 
New York, September 13. 
Charles L. Wright, a represen tative 
of a number of capitalists, has taken 
steps towards the organization of a 


new steamship line tu run between 
New York and Liverpool. They hold 
patents for a newly-invented iron 
steamship which, it is claimed, will 
cross the Atlantic ocean in five and a 
half days. C. D. Suodbourg of the 
Swedish navy is the inventor of this 
new ship, which is to have concave 
sides and two screws. 

The new steamship will be con- 
trolled entirely by American capital. 
According to the plan the steamer 
will have a displacement of 11,000 
tons, length 450 feet, and four decks, 
two of which will be for saloon pas- 
sengers. She will be moved by two 
propellers worked by two compound 
engines of 4,500 horse-power each. 
Captain Sundborg claims to be able 
to obtain a speed of at least 20 miles 
— hour, er more in Bere weather.

Bonds of the Star- Routers. 
Wasuinoton, September 13. 

The Criminal Court met this morn- 
ing, Judge Wylie presiding, for the 
purpose of hearing arguments on mo- 
tions entered on Monday last for ar- 
rest of judgment in regard to Miner 
and Reerdeli and to increase the bonds 
of the defendants as to whom the jury 
failed to agree. Brady, Vaile and J. 
W. Dorsey were present, and as soon 
as the Court was called to order Reer- 
dell and Miner entered, accompanied 
by two Sheriffs. The Court said the 
matter of bonds would be taken up 
first. He held that subsisting bonds 
would continue in force so far as de- 
fendants as to whom the jury failed to 
agree were concerned. Merrick con- 
curred, but insisted that the Court in- 
crease Vaile’s bond, which Court did, 
from $1,000 to $10,000. 

What Foremau Dickson Says. 
WASHINGTON, September 13. 

Foreman Dickson’s sworn statement, 
filed this morning with the District 
Attorney, contains only one new state 
ment, that Bowen, who urged the con- 
viction of Brady and Dorsey, said the 
President would pardon them possibly 
within 30 days.

Tel-el-Kebir Captured by the British— 
The Egyptians Suffer Great Loss—A 
Brilliant Bayonet Charge. 

ALExaNDRIA, September 13. 
The Khedive has received a telegram 


from Sultan Pasha saying the British 


attack on Tel-el-Kebir commenced at 
4:30 o’clock this morning. Forty guns 


and large numbers of prisoners were 
captured. The cavalry are in pursuit. 
Arabi’s forces appeared to be quite 
broken up. A dispatch from the front 
reports the complete demoralization of 
Arabi’s army. His infantry are flying 
towards the desert. 
Kassasstn, September 13. 

At the capture of Tel-el-Kebir the 
Egyptian loss is estimated at 2,000. 
Our loss is probably 200, including 
many officers. The Highland brigade 
bore the brunt of the action. Another 


account says the attack on Tel-el- 
Kebir began at 4:45 this morning. 
The main attack was directed against 
the enemy’s extreme left flank, four 
miles north of the railway. A heavy 
artillery and infantry tire is now pro- 
ceeding. The British troops are ad- 
vancing rapidly, aod evidently turning 
the enemy’s flank. The British arm- 
ored train, with the 40-pounder Krupp 
gun which was captured at Kassasein, 
and Gatlings, has just come into ac- 
tion. The fire of the enemy’s extreme 
right is nearly silenced. 
Kassassin, September 13. 

The Egyptians opened fire when the 
British were witbin about a mile of 
Tel-el-Kebir. The place appears to 
have been finally captured bya rush of 
Indian cavalry, who are hotly pressing 
the fugitives on the south and the 
British cavalry on the north of the 
canal. The enemy’s killed alone 
amounts to 2,000. The retreat of the 
enemy on the north is cut off. 

IsMALIA, September 13. 

Tel-el-Kebir was carried this morn- 
ing with a rush. The first shot was 
fired at 5 o’clock and the position was 
taken in 20 minutes, we having sur- 
prised the enemy by a night march, 

isMALIA, September 13.

ALEXANDRIA, September 13. 

The taking of Tel-el-Kebir causes 
great joy here. Extensive demonstra- 
tions are organizing for to-night. 
Italians and Greeks have taxen the 
initiative, but persons of all nation- 
nlity will participate. General Wood 
received a dispatch from Wolseley 
stating that Tel-el-Kebir was captured 
after a 20 minutes’ assault, and 3,000 
prisoners taken, the enemy fiying and 
cavalry pursuing them. 

The cut lettting the sea into Lake 
Mareotus bas been completed and the 
water is spreading rapidly. 

Lonpon, September 13. 

A correspondent gives the follow- 
ing description of the battle: TEL- 
EL-Kesir, Sept. 13, 4:45 a. m.—Gen- 
eral Wolseley arrived on the ground 
and the artillery opened fire before 
the enemy were aware of its presence. 
The infantry immediatly after pressed 
forward, deploying and opening fire 
from a sheltered position. At this 
moment the battle is raging fiercely, 
so far as firingis concerned, but the 
men have not yet come to close quar- 
ters with the rebels. 

Te.-EL-Kesir, 9 A. M.—The great 
battle is practically over. The Rebels 
discovered our men when about a mile 
from their works and opened a 
heavy rifle fire. Our men paused for 
a moment on a line of sand hills, 
then with a gallant rush they were 
upon the rebels. Acting under Gen. 
Wolseley’s orders they 1eserved their 
fire and went in with bayonets. The 
slaughter for a time was very great. 
The rebels could not stand it, and 
broke and fled, pursued hotly. I fol- 
lowed the Royal Irish regiment into 
the trenches before one of the forts. 
They were filled with Arabi’s follow 
ers, dead and dying. The final rush 
was made over a distance of 200 yards, 
the men skirmishing and scaling cover 
until they reached the point. Several 
thousand Egyptians were taken pris- 
oners. Our own loss up to this time 
I should compute at 200 killed. 

„ ALEXANDRIA, September 13. 

Zagazig advices say that orders have 
been given to burn all property of 
Europeans if Arabi is defeated. 

Lonpon, September 13. 

Wolseley telegraphs that Arabi es- 
caped on horseback to Zagazig. His 
official report confirms accounts pub-

THE DENVER EXPOSITiON. 


The First and Largest Display of the 
Kind in the World. 
PART II. 

The display fiom Colorado is sim- 
ply superb. In a prominent position 
stands a large monument representing 
the relative proportions of gold and 
silver taken from Gilpin county. The 
morument is about 25 feet high. The 
pedeatal represents $3,000,000 product 
in silver, and the slab $35,500,000 in 
gold; Another smaller monument 
represents 174¢ hours’ output of the 
Robt. E. Lee mine at Leadville, $118,- 
500. There is an exhibit from the 
Mathless mine running $29,225 to the 
ton. There are some curious tellu - 
rides which assay all the way from 
$15,000 to $50,000 to the ton. There 
is some white lead ore and some mag- 
nificent native gold from the Golden 
Age mine in Boulder county. A large 
pile of carbonates have come from the 


tion is shown of the Buoker Hill mive 
in Custer couuty from which 20,000 
munds of ore were taken by four men.

UTAH, 


The Utah exhibit shares the honors 
with that of Colorado. Ifere is the 
most wonderful thing perhaps in the 
Exposition—petrified wood with silver 
in it assaying $80 to the ton. Per- 
haps some of your readers can explain 
how it got there. If silver ever grew 
upon trees what a pity the seed has 
been lost. The sample comes from 
Silver Reef. The same place also 
shows silver sand-stone ores running 
$50 to $520. Fine !ead and silver 
ores are sent from West Mountain; 
sulphur from Gordon District, run- 
ning 70 and 80 percent.; bismuth, 50 
percent. Quicksilver is also dis- 
played; marble, in seven different 
sha des; iron, showing 70 per cent.; 
mineral wax; various building stones, 
as well as coal, copper, and about 
evéry mineral known te man. Anti- 
mohy comes from the Coyote District, 
71 per cent. The Horn Silver mine 
makes a beautiful display, as do also 
the Cave, the Ontario, Uintah, Little 
and Big Cottonwood aad others. 
Twenty-five districts in all are repre- 
sented and the effect is to create « de- 
cided respect for the resvurces of 
Utah. 


ARIZONA. 


Arizona, of course, has a rich ex- 
hibit. Tombstone, whose output for 
the six months ending with the last of 
June of this year was $2,357,235 is 
represented by the best mines—the 
Grand Central, Contention, Aunt 
Sally and Luck Sure. Each of these 
mines sends specimens of great rich- 
ness and beanty. The Silver King 
has also a handsome showiag. Cop- 
per is contributed by the Coppe 
Prince and Copper Queen, The latter 
shows one specimen weighing 1150 
pounds, rugning 27.8 per ceut.

a very interesting atlas, showing the 
location and workings of the principal 
mines in Nevada. It isthe work of 
Professor Clarence King, geologist in 
charge of the United States exploring 
party. The ores on exhibition repre— 
sent nearly all the varieties of mineral 
possible to mention, and all are rich, 
ranging from $60 to $24,000 per 
ton. The finest ruby silver specimen 
is from the Manhattan Mining Com 
pauy's mine at Anstin, Lander county, 
and assays $4,000, and as fine a sam- 
ple of smelting ore as is on exhibition 
comes frum Downeyville, a recent 
discovery in a comparatively new 
district. Smelting furnaces are now 
turning out thousands of dollars worth 
of bullion from these mines monthly. 
Specimens from the Alexander mine 
are also on exhibition which are taken 
from a leige 75 feet in width. The 
mine recentiy sold for $650,000. Also 
rich ores from the Centennial mine, 
Lobos, Jeannette and other mines in 
Nye and Lander counties. Comstock 
mines show 21 specimens, one of 
which, from the Kentuck lode, weight 
275 pounds, which will run $1,300 per 
ton in silverand gold. These mines 
have produced over $300,000,C00 and 
$116,000,000 in dividends. They 
have workings over 3.000 feet deep. 
But, meager as the Nevada display is, 
it comprises every known precious 
metal-bearing ore, and there are, be- 
sides, samples of both crude and crys- 
talized borax and salt from Rhodes’ 
Marsh, io Esmeralda. There are 
specimens of horn silver from the 
Eberhardt lode, White Pine, ranging 
from $2,000 to $10,000 per ton. 
Ormsby and Douglas counties are re 
resented by handsome specimens. In 
fact, nearly every mining district in 
Nevada is represented. Though the 
display is not large it attracts much 
attention.
